Sheriff Mackey of Ogle 
county and a posse started In the 
morning across the river. Rifle shots 
prevented them from landing on the 
island. 
Mackey left a guard and r e tu r n ­ 
ed to Oregon for help. 
W hen he 
reached his office there came a te le ­ 
phone call and Boyer spoke into the 
telephone.

Two of the three Turkish columns 
which lase week invaded tile Rus­ 
sian Caucasus have met with disas­ 
ter and the troops not killed or cap­ 
tured are in disorderly retreat pur­ 
sued by tho Russians. 
The column 
which took Ardahan two days ago 
has been driven out of that town ac­ 
cording to the Petrograd official des­ 
patches and is almost surrounded by 
the Russians who hold (the main 
roads. 
Another column, 
which crossed 
the frontier near Sari Kamysh on 
the road to Kars has suffered aa 
even worse defeat, one of the two 
arm y corps which composed it being 
captured in its entirety. 
The Russians also report another 
victory over the Austrians in the 
Uzsok Pass of the Carpathians. Em­ 
peror Francis Joseph’s army in this 
region is declared to be in full re­ 
treat in a mountain pass deep in 
snow, while a violent snow* storm 
rages and the Russian cavalry is at­ 
tacking on tile flank and rear. 
By forcing this pass, the Russians 
gain control of some of the moat val­ 
uable oil fields in the Austrian em­ 
pire and thus shut off an other of 
the sources of fuel supplies which 
the Ans?ro-German armies are said 
to need so much. 
This, however,

The city council met in adjourn­ 
ed session Tuesday morning for the 
consideration of .the appropriation 
ordinance, and it was given a first 
reading after the wishes of the sev­ 
eral members of the council has been 
agreed to. 
The total appropriations 
call for $350,1100. 
As is well un­ 
derstood, the figures in an appro­ 
priation ordinance do not mean that 
the city will have that amount to 
spend, but the 
appropriations are 
made of such number and such size 
as will probably serve all contin­ 
gencies for a year. 
As a matter of 
fact, the city’s total revenues are 
about $10*0>,000, $65,0*00 from gen­ 
eral taxation and $35,000 from the 
water department. 
As mentioned elsewhere in this is­ 
sue, the unusual funds included are 
$4*0,000 for erection of a municipal 
ice plant and $2i0,000 for erection 
of a central heating plant. 
Provi­ 
sion is also made for the enlarge­ 
ment of the light, plant and for fur­ 
ther development in the water de­ 
partment. A special assessment fund 
is also created from which the city's 
portion of public improvements may 
be paid, this action being in accord­ 
ance w'Bh a decision of the supreme 
court which indicated that a city 
cannot charge up the cost of inter­ 
sections to property 
holders on a 
street. 
Another fund not heretofore 
in the ordinance is $500 for concerts 
in Centra! park. 
Mr. Brennan gave notice that he 
will later on Introduce an ordinance 
raising the salary of the city treas­ 
urer from $300 to $6*00. 
He deem­ 
ed this proper because of the amount 
of work there devolves upon the 
treasurer in looking after the special 
assessment funds and payments as 
well as the general fund. 
Rev. W. E. Spoonts was present 
from the ministerial union, and sta t­ 
ed that the ministers would like to 
taste up with the council the Ques­ 
tion of Sunday concerts at the Op­ 
era House, and it was arranged that 
a special meeting of the council will 
be held this morning at IO o’clock 
for the purpose.
